1960's, food production in these 
countries decreased four per- 
cent.

death rate in half. But while. 


it took the developed nations of 
the world over fifty years to 
do it;;the under developed. na- 
tions did it. all at once after 
World War II. 

The reason, of course, is that 
all the technology: the tractors,

century in developed countries .
